1 he  setting  out  of  the  above  table  in  cold  statistics  does  not 
convey  the  full  importance,  1 therefore  do  not  apologise  for 
these  few  comments. 

In  an  area  of  some  eighteen  thousand,  it  is  more  than 
remarkable  that  so  few  persons  were  notified  as  suffering  from 
infectious  diseases  during  the  year,  truly  remarkable  when  the 
team  of  General  Practitioners  are  so  alive,  so  keen,  to  notify 
every  case  occuring  in  the  Area  of  the  Urban  District  Council. 

The  measles  figures  show  a drop  of  over  75%,  while  the 
Whooping  Cough  showed  a drop  of  some  60%;  equally  gratify- 
ing was  the  fall  in  the  pneumonia  figures  of  some  50%. 

1 he  over  all  figures  as  set  out  in  the  above  table  was  only 
one  quarter  of  the  notifications  received  for  the  year  1951.

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA. 

This  service  is  now  carried  out  by  the  County  Council. 
There  was  one  case  of  Diphtheria  reported  during  the  year 
1952.  Fullest  investigations  were  made,  nose  and  throat  swabs 
were  taken.  The  case  was  isolated. 
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I He  response  to  Innoculation  against  DipHtHeria  still  remains 
good  as  will  be  seen  from  the  figures  below. 

Children  under  5 years  of  age  are  innoculated  by  Assistant 
Medical  Officers  from  the  County  Council  s Public  Health 
Department  at  the  District  Clinics.  School  children  by  the 
Area  M.O.  at  the  Schools.

These  tables  show  to  an  increasing  degree  the  use  made  of 
the  Infants  Welfare  Centres  during  the  year.  The  increase  in 
attendances  are  some  1,100  over  the  preceding  year.  The 
psychological  advantages  gamed  by  the  nursing  mothers  can 
readily  be  seen  in  the  above  attendances. 

The  care  and  attention  given  together  with  the  knowledge 
imparted  at  these  clinics  is  shown  by  the  infant  mortality  figures 
on  Page  3,  when,  if  the  premature  births  are  taken  away,  only 
six  babies  died  during  the  year  under  the  age  of  one. 

The  psychological  well  being  in  turn  becomes  a physical 
well  being,  a healthier  child,  physical  progress  continuing 
steadily  upwards.  The  visits  to  the  centres  are  in  turn  reflected 
in  the  child’s  natural  resistive  powers  towards  infectious  disease, 
when  only  thirteen  were  notified  during  the  year. 
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The  opening  of  the  new  clinic  at  Cwmcarn  is  a much 
needed  fillip  in  the  area.  With  the  building  of  the  new  clinic  at 
Newbridge  undoubtedly  the  attendance  figures  will  continue  in 
an  upward  direction.

Services.  For  while  30  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  one 
must  not  forget  that  while  the  figures  of  notifications  tend  to  rise 
the  chances  of  complete  recovery  are  considerably  enhanced 
by  : — 

(1)  The  increasing  usage  of  Tuberculosis  Centres  by  the 

people; 

(2)  The  increasing  popularity  of  and  usage  of  the  Mobile 

X-ray  Units  when  in  the  Urban  Area. 

Therefore  it  automatically  follows  that  with  early  detection 
and  new  and  better  methods  of  treatment  the  chances  of  com- 
plete recovery  are  infinite.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  during 
the  year  quite  a proportion  of  the  Tubercular  persons  who 
entered  Sanitorias  throughout  ^X^ales  were  later  in  the  same  year 
discharged . 

The  number  of  entries  into  Sanatorias  totalled  24,  while 
discharges  were  23.  Thus  we  have  not  only  quicker  detection, 
but  a speedier  removal  to  the  Sanatorias  and  consequent 
quicker  discharge  from  the  Sanatorias.  The  expert  treatment 
given  in  the  Sanatorium,  together  with  the  well  ordered  daily 
discipline,  plenty  of  rest  and  fresh  air  quickly  gives  the  patient 
a feeling  of  buoyancy,  all  very  necessary  parts  of  the  process  of 
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curative  treatment.  Indeed  with  the  advent  of  Streptomycin 
and  para-aminosalicylic  acid  (P.A.S.)  and  other  recent  anti- 
biotics the  curative  progress  toward  complete  recovery  is 
speeded  up  as  is  shown  in  the  number  of  discharges  from 
Sanatorias  during  the  year. 

Thus  these  people  are  quickly  returned  to  health  and  vigour, 
playing  their  parts  once  more  in  a well  ordered  society  of  man- 
kind. In  order  that  this  may  be  so  the  after-care  given  to  the 
patients  plays  an  increasing  part  in  the  lives  of  such  people. 
This  after-care  takes  the  form  of  extra  milk,  butter,  eggs,  in 
some  cases  extra  clothing,  new  bedding,  blankets,  etc.  Greater 
consideration  is  now  being  given  in  many  cases  in  the  finding 
of  suitable  open-air  work  for  these  persons.  During  the  year 
all  new  cases  were  interviewed,  details  of  family  history  taken; 
in  all  cases  family  contacts  were  advised  to  have  skin  tests 
together  with  X-rays  taken  at  the  Local  Centres.  Mass  Radio- 
graphy has  revealed  the  presence  of  tuberculosis  infection  in  the 
population  more  accurately  than  has  been  previously  possible. 
As  a result  of  the  information  obtained,  public  and  medical 
concern  has  been  aroused.  Means  of  prevention  of  spread  of 
infection  have  been  zealously  prosecuted  and  there  have  been 
additions  in  institutional  accommodation. 

The  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  in  the  country  generally 
has  greatly  fallen.  It  is  now  hoped  to  lower  the  incidence  of 
infection  by  the  measures  cited.

FOOD  POISONING  OUTBREAKS. 

SUMMARY  OF  DETAILS. 

(1)  Food  Causing  Outbreaks.  Largely  not  established.  In  two 
cases  only  was  it  established  that  in  one  outbreak  affecting 
two  people  tinned  meat  was  the  cause.  In  another  case 
affecting  three  people  stuffed  cooked  veal  was  the  cause. 
Invariably,  however,  the  responsible  foodstuffs  were  con- 
sumed, making  it  impossible  to  obtain  samples  for  bacterio- 
logical purposes. 

(2)  Agent  Causing  Outbreaks.  In  two  outbreaks  affecting  five 
five  persons  the  Salmonella  Typhi-Murium  was  identified  as 
the  responsible  organism. 

(3)  Clinical  Features.  Average  internal  ingestion  to  onset  24 
hours  to  48  hours. 

(4)  Main  Symptoms.  Acute  abdominal  pains.  Diarrhoea,  vomit- 
ing only  in  two  cases. 

(5)  Severity  of  Illness.  Variable.  Some  more  severe  than 
others,  with  high  temperature  and  prostration. 

(6)  Duration  of  Illness.  Three  to  ten  days. 

(7)  Food  Samples.  Samples  of  a variety  of  tinned  meats,  ice- 
cream, milk,  fresh  cream,  together  with  many  other  com- 
modies,  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination, 
without  result  during  the  year. 


GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  HEALTH  SERVICE.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services  are  maintained  by  the 
County  Council  at  Abercarn,  Newbridge  and  Crumlin. 

Isolation  Hospitals. 

There  are  no  Isolation  Hospitals  in  the  Council  s Area,  but 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  Infectious  Diseases  cases  to 
be  admitted  to  the  Bedwellty  Isolation  Hospital,  Aberbargoed, 
and  Allt-yr-yn  Hospital,  Newport. 

Six  cases  from  this  area  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation 
Hospitals  during  1952. 

Immunisation  again  Diphtheria. 

As  from  the  1st  July,  1948,  it  is  now  the  duty  of  the  County 
Council  to  administer  this  service. 

Ambulance  Service. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946,  the  County  Council  now  administers  the  Ambulance 
Service. 

Bacteriological  Examination  of  Pathological  Specimens. 

Samples  of  Milk,  Ice-Cream  and  Water  are  submitted 

regularly  to  the  Laboratory  at  the  County  Hall  for  examination. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  Council  is  a constituent  Authority  of  the  Abertillery 
and  District  Water  Board.  The  chief  supply  is  obtained  from 
Grwyne-Fawr  Reservoir  situated  in  the  Breconshire  Mountains. 
Subsidiary  supplies  are  obtained  from  local  sources.  The  water 
is  of  good  quality  and  except  for  periods  of  drought,  the  supply 
is  adequate. 

However,  with  the  coming  into  being  shortly  of  the  Llanover 
Scheme  it  is  anticipated  that  the  water  supply  available  to  the 
district  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  all  immediate  needs. 

The  water  is  sampled  by  the  Board,  and  Bacteriological 
Examinations  are  made.  When  found  necessary  the  supplies 
are  chlorinated  by  the  Board  s officials.

Apart  from  ordinary  routine  samples  submitted  for  Bacterio- 
logical examinations  during  the  year  extra  samples  were  sub- 
mitted in  addition,  in  order  that  our  water  supplies  may  be 
eliminated  or  incriminated  as  the  cause  of  the  small  outbreak  of 
Para-Typhoid  in  the  Urban  Area.  Fortunately  the  samples 
submited  were  not  the  cause. 


During  the  year  inspections  were  made  of  water  supplies 
and  systems  generally.  It  was  observed  that  in  many  cases 
pressure  was  poor  and  the  supplies  inadequate  for  domestic 
purposes.  Many  systems  had  become  corroded  to  such  an  extent 
as  to  be  next  to  useless.  In  such  cases  informal  notices  and, 
where  necessary,  Statutory  Notices  under  Section  138  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  as  amended  by  Section  30  of  the  Water 
Act,  1945,  were  served  with  complete  success. 


Sewers  and  Drains. 

The  Council  is  a constituent  Member  of  the  Western  Valley 
Sewerage  Board.  The  Council’s  subsidiary  sewers  are  connected 
to  the  Main  Trunk  Sewer. 

There  are  approximately  52  houses  not  connected  to  the 
sewer.  These  are  chiefly  isolated  houses  on  the  mountain  tops 
which  are  too  far  from  any  of  the  present  sewers  to  be  con- 
nected. 

Scavenging. 

Scavenging  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour.  The  Council 
has  three  modern  vehicles  and  the  larger  part  of  the  District 
is  covered  three  times  weekly. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

Regular  inspections  in  connection  with  Rodent  Control  and 
Fly  Breeding  have  been  carried  out,  and  treatments  carried  out 
where  necessary.  The  Nantcarn  Tip  below  Feeder  Row  is  an 
adequate  tipping  site  for  our  present  needs. 
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Rainfall.

SANITARY  INSPECTORS  ANNUAL  REPORT. 
Housing  Conditions. 

The  year  1952  saw  the  completion  of  the  High  Meadow 
Scheme.  Therefore  we  had  44  new  Council  Houses  let — 
naturally  this  is  not  taking  into  account  re-lets. 

Needless  to  say  the  speed  of  building  did  not  keep  pace 
with  the  number  of  applications  received  for  Council  Houses.  It 
would  appear  that  these  applications  are  not  all  new  or  original 
applications,  as  several  persons  fill  in  application  forms  when 
family  circumstances  change,  such  as  additions  to  their  family. 

Thus  a true  estimation  of  the  number  of  houses  needed  to 
satisfy  all  people  is  difficult  to  truly  assess.  Possibly  some  800 
or  900  houses  are  still  needed  to  satisfy  all  wants. 
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The  Pant  Housing  Scheme  is  possibly  one  of  the  largest 
housing  schemes  to  be  embarked  upon  by  any  Local  Authority 
of  comparable  size.  This  scheme  when  completed  will  house 
somewhere  in  the  region  of  476  separate  families  and  will  be  in 
effect  a self-contained  township  when  finally  developed. 

Housing  Repairs. 

You  will  appreciate  that  the  larger  portion  of  my  time  is 
taken  up  with  Housing  Inspections  and  the  very  necessary  hard 
work  that  follows  in  seeing  that  the  repairs  are  carried  out 
before  moving  on  to  the  next  house  in  disrepair. 

One  reads  from  time  to  time  in  the  Technical  Journals  and 
national  press  the  grave  difficulties  experienced  in  getting  houses 
repaired.  There  has  been  a clamour  for  amended  legislation  to 
deal  with  this  vexatious  problem;  the  experts  having  aired  their 
views  then  sit  back  as  it  were  like  Micawber  and  wait  for  some- 
thing by  way  of  legislation  to  turn  up. 

1 respectfully  suggest  that  Sanitarians  already  have  ample 
powers  under  the 

Public  Health  Act,  1936, 

Housing  Act,  1936, 

Rent  Restriction  Act,  1920-1939; 

while  more  recently  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  has  given  added 
power  to  improve  the  properties. 

'Is  it  then  more  legislation  we  want  or  a more  liberal  applica- 
tion of  the  powers  already  at  hand  7 

It  is  very  pleasing  to  report,  and  this  Authority  is  no 
exception  to  the  rule,  that  in  no  single  case  of  housing  disrepair 
has  this  Local  Authority  failed  to  get  the  house  in  question 
repaired.  What  would  appear  to  be  an  astronomical  sum  of 
some  £24,000  has  been  spent  on  housing  repairs  in  two  years  in 
the  Urban  Area.  While  this  figure  may  appear  to  be  startling  at 
first  sight,  it  can  be  broken  down  to  an  average  of  £43  per 
house . 

Ten  such  houses  were  repaired  at  a cost  of  more  than  £100 
per  house.  When  such  costs  are  mentioned  one  can  readily 
see  that  the  sum  of  £24,000  is  not  long  in  accruing.  Naturally 
Court  proceedings  were  necessary,  but  only  in  some  very  few 
cases  in  relation  to  the  total  number  of  cases  dealt  with  by 
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the  Local  Authority.  Such  action  was  circumvented  by  inter- 
viewing where  possible  all  owners,  prevailing  upon  them  the 
necessity  of  repairing  their  respective  properties. 

Thus  the  Local  Authority  were  consistently  successful  in 
their  demands  and  at  the  same  maintaining  goodwill.  As  the 
Pant  Housing  Scheme  develops  so  must  the  demolition  of  the 
older  type  of  house  be  proceeded  with.  Many  of  these  houses, 
some  150  in  total,  have  long  since  outlived  their  usefulness. 
These  houses  have  had  several  reprieves:  — 

The  Industrial  depression  in  the  years  before  the  War. 

The  War  Years  themselves. 

The  acute  housing  shortage  since  the  War. 

The  year  1954  should  see  a number  of  these  houses  fittingly 
demolished  as  more  and  more  Council  houses  become  available 
at  the  Pant.

INSPECTION  OF  MILK  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 
Milk  and  Dairies. 

The  most  important  change  in  the  Regulations  is  that  the 
Local  Authority  is  no  longer  concerned  with  the  production  of 
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Milk  on  the  farm,  since  this  function  has  now  been  transferred 
to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

Certain  registrations  and  licensing  duties  remain  with  the 
Local  Authority  in  addition  to  the  supervision  of  distributors  and 
dairy  premises,  and  the  taking  of  samples  for  bacteriological 
and  biological  examination. 

Sampling  is  also  out  under  the  National  Milk  Testing  and 
Advisory  Scheme  and  the  Food  and  Drugs  Inspector  of  the 
County  takes  samples  for  chemical  analysis.

During  the  year  92  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  School 
canteens,  N.C.B.  canteens,  vendors  and  cafes  on  more  than  one 
occasion.  As  the  source  of  milk  came  from  only  three  firms,  the 
consistent  sampling  showed  that  out  of  the  ninety-two  samples 
taken  six  failed  to  pass  the  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  Test; 
these  failures  were  attributable  to  undue  exposure  to  the  hot 
weather. 


In  two  cases  samples  taken  failed  the  Phosphatase  Test. 
However,  from  enquiries  made  I was  able  to  satisfy  myself  that 
a genuine  mistake  had  been  made  by  the  vendor  concerned. 
Repeat  samples  showed  that  the  error  was  rectified,  and  since 
this  time  all  subsequent  samples  have  passed  the  tests  laid 
down.  Little  raw  milk  is  now  sold  daily  in  the  Urban  Area  an 
estimated  25  gallons. 

In  no  instance  when  samples  were  taken  for  the  detection 
of  Tubercular  Bacilli  were  samples  found  to  be  positive. 


Ice  Cream. 

Since  the  advent  of  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment) 
Regulations  great  changes  have  taken  place  in  this  trade.  So 
much  so,  that  in  the  Urban  Area  no  manufacturer  remains,  all 
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ice  cream  now  being  imported  from  outside  the  Area;  by  far 
the  larger  bulk  consumed  comes  from  two  well-known  firms. 

In  addition  there  are  other  firms  supplying  ice  cream  within  the 
area. 

Undoubtedly  such  a change  has  led  to  improved  conditions. 
Gone  are  the  days  when  ice  cream  was  produced  in  inadequate 
preparation  rooms,  such  as  kitchens,  sculleries,  etc.,  especially 
where  small  businesses  were  concerned.  Ice  cream  that  was 
made  in  a motley  of  utensils — utensils  that  by  and  large  cannot 
be  compared  with  the  plant  used  to-day  : — 

Homogenisers, 

Pasteurisers, 

Cooling  Plant, 

together  with  the  many  components  so  necessary,  are  far  too 
expensive  for  the  small  traders  to  buy. 

1 herefore  the  Act  of  1947  has  brought  revolutionary  changes 
for  the  betterment  of  the  Trade  in  general. 

Bakehouses. 

These  premises  are  inspected  regularly  in  regard  to  cleanli- 
ness and  compilation  of  Bye-Laws.  For  some  considerable  time 
attention  was  given  to  the  truly  deplorable  state  of  the  largest 
Bakery  in  the  Urban  Area.  The  prevailing  standards  were  such 
that  action  under  any  Act  or  Order  would  only  touch  the  fringe 
as  it  were  of  the  problem. 

A meeting  was  arranged  between  the  Local  Authority  and  a 
Department  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  with  satisfactory  resuits. 
The  Bakery  was  modernised  to  the  extent  of  some  £ 5,000  worth 
of  improvement  equipped  with  the  latest  machinery,  etc.,  until 
to-day  it  is  a small  jewel  ol  the  larger  modern  bakehouses. 

Fish  Fryers. 

Regular  visits  of  inspection  are  paid  to  these  premises  and 
the  standard  is  generally  good.  There  is  a general  improvement 
in  the  new  type  of  range  which  absorbs  the  offensive  odours 
associated  with  this  type  of  trade.

Government  Controlled  Abattoir,  Brynmawr. 

The  Abbatoir  now  has  a full-time  Meat  Inspector  in  attend- 
ance, although  from  time  to  time  visits  are  made  when  requested, 
each  Inspector  doing  duty  when  his  turn  comes  on  the  rota. 

Both  fresh  killed  and  chilled  meat  is  distributed  from  the 
Brynmawr  Abattoir,  where  it  is  inspected  before  distribution. 

An  inspection  is  made  in  the  shops  after  it  arrives. 

Periodic  inspection  of  the  Meat  Vans  delivering  in  the  Area 
have  been  carried  out;  these  inspections  have  proved  entirely 
satisfactory.

Schools. 

Periodic  visits  are  paid  to  the  schools  and  particular  atten- 
tion is  paid  to  the  sanitary  accommodation  and  canteens, 
including  the  kitchens  and  dining  halls.  The  standard  of  cleanli- 
eess  is  generally  good,  but  the  facilities  in  most  instances  are 
not  altogether  satisfactory,  e.g.,  classrooms  being  used  as  dining 
halls,  outside  buildings  having  to  be  adapted  and  used  tempor- 
arily. Undoubtedly  this  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs  will  be 
remedied  as  soon  as  possible. 

Shops  Act. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  also  the  Shops’  Inspector  and 
responsible  for  the  Administration  of  the  Shops  Act.  Every 
effort  is  made  to  see  that  the  hours  of  closing,  the  regulations 
with  regard  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  workers  and  the 
employment  of  young  persons  are  observed.  In  very  few  cases 
only  the  closing  hours  in  respect  of  shops,  made  under  the 
Shops  Act  1950,  are  not  observed.  These  shops  are  situated 
in  small  front  rooms,  the  owners  occupying  the  premises  behind. 
It  is  particularly  difficult  to  insist  upon  the  provisions  of  the 
above  Act  in  respect  to  the  closing  hours,  in  as  much  as  a large 
number  of  these  shops  sell  perishable  goods,  ice-cream  and 
lemonade. 

Swimming  Pool. 

The  Council’s  open-air  Swimming  Pool  is  well  patronised 
during  favourable  weather.  Water  samples  are  taken  periodic- 
ally during  he  season,  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Newport,  for  bacteriological  and  Free  Chlorine 
examination.  All  samples  submitted  to  the  bacteriologist  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Cinemas. 

There  are  four  cinemas  in  the  Area.  The  Sanitary  arrange- 
ments in  these  premises  are  regularly  inspected,  and  they  are 
kept  clean  and  in  a sanitary  condition.  In  one  of  the  cinemas 
considerable  improvements  were  carried  out  during  the  year, 
modern  sanitary  conveniences  were  installed  and  a considerable 
improvement  was  made  in  regard  to  ventilation  together  with 
the  installation  of  new  seating.  Regular  spraying  is  done  prior 
to  and  between  performances. 
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Mining  Subsidence. 

There  has  been  some  visible  movement  during  the  year  in 
different  parts  of  the  district,  particularly  in  the  Llanfach  Area, 
and  though  causing  some  alarm,  fortunately  no  very  large  or 
very  serious  subsidence  occurred.  The  Coal  Board  are  actively 
engaged  in  the  temporary  and  permanent  repairs  in  regard  to 
these  houses. 

A large  number  of  houses  together  with  sewers  and  drains 
in  different  parts  of  the  district,  are  affected  to  a greater  or 
lesser  degree.
